THE ONE WORMMVIDE ORGANIZATION 


I t is not generally known that there is one League of Nations 
that is functioning to the satisfaction of all the nations of the 
world. 
In that league, Germany, Russia and the United States, 
which are not represented in the League of Nations, meet with 
representatives of the nations that have adopted the League of 
Nations and accepted membership in it. 
The Health commission of the League of Nations is a tune 
Honing world league which binds the nations together in an in 
ternntional effort to serve the ends of th'1 world’s health. 
In this 
commission the United States takes its place and is one of the 
most aggressive members of the body. 
The meetings of the com­ 
mission are held in Geneva, half a mile From the building in which 
the Red Cross was born fifty-nine years ago. 
The commission 
represents a united world effort to suppress disease and mark 
an intelligent advance in the cooperation of nation* upon a prob­ 
lem that has been too difficult for the1 nations acting separately. 
Already the health commission of the League of Nations has 
m any accomplishments to its credit and its study of conditions in 
all parts of the earth is destined to conserve the health of the* 
world’s in h a b ita n t;. 
The increase in transportation facilities and the rapid move­ 
ments of people [rom place to place, in a world whose boundaries 
are receding, has resulted in the possibility of the spreading of 
disease more widely than was likely when transportation and 
travel were not so prevalent. 
Rivers running through several na­ 
tions, ships crossing from country to country, trains traversing 
vast stretches of territory, these have all added to the problem of 
combatting disease. 
International travel, by inviting new d an ­ 
gers from disease, demanded international cooperation in facing 
the danger, and this has been made possible by the health com­ 
mission, th at has unified the nations for the first time in a world 
organization facing world problems.
